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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 6/16/2004 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the invention determines the double thresholds by 
selecting the cluster level threshold and the cell level threshold are selected in such a manner that combinations of the cluster and cell 
level thresholds that can guarantee a predetermined call hand-off dropping probability under any load condition are first found, and then, 
a particular combination of cluster and cell level thresholds that results in a maximum throughput of the network among the combinations 
which satisfy a bound on call handDoff dropping probability is found) are not recited in independent rejected claim 1 (See e.g. Page 4, 
Lines 17-22). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims.
